will mean the relaying of sewers, water-mains, gas and elec- 
trical conduits. Early zoning avoids this and could save mil- 
lions of Collars to many communities. 


Residential districts not menaced by encroaching- factories 


or business blocks could maintain their own value and beauty 
is proper zoning were undertaken -early in the town's career. 
Paving expense, police work arid fire protection are all cheaper 
and at the same time better in zoned cities than in haphazard 
ones.

Boston & Maine In "the last two 


weeks of March handled the biggest 
trafflo since the fall peak and 6ame~ 
very close to equalling- that volume, 
In the week ended March 22 Its freight 
business totalled 72,000,000 
net 
ton- 


miles, the net ton miles being one ton 
of freight, one mile exclusive of weight 
of equipment. For the week ended on 
'March 29 the movement was approxi- 
jmately 70,000,000 net ton miles. In the 
seven day periodended November. 2 
Hast, which constituted the fall peak 
the net ton miles reached 73,500,000. 


As the result of bad weather in 


January and February which choked 
up the freight movement net ton miles 
got down to 49,100,000 in the week 
ended Feb. 22. Thus the business re- 
cently handled represents a very great 
increase within a fev/ we'eks. By way 
of contrast with the last year it is 
interesting to note that the ton mile 
movement for the week ended March 
23, 1D22 was 56,SOO,COO, so that traffic 
handled in the third week of March 
represented an increase o£ more than 
28 per cent over a year ago. We have 
to go back to 1920 to find a larger 
March traffic, the.volume handled in 
week ended March 20 of that year 
being 83,100,000 net ton miles. 
The 


month of May of the same year wit- 
nessed the largest traffic ever carried 
by the' Boston nad Maine at any time, 
net ton miles running up to 93,000,000 
in the week ended May 21. 


March weather conditions showed 


great improvement over February, and 
although it is as yet too early for es- 
timates of earnings for the month, the 
ration of operating expenses to gross 
was undoubtedly much lower than that 
of February which was over 10S per

Pittsburgh, April 13.—Fine coal dust 


iand moist air quickly increase the 
hazards of spontaneous 
combustion, 


according to scientists of the. Carnegie 
Institute of Technology and the Pitts- 
burgh station of the 
United States 


Bureau of Mines, who haye been carry 
ing- on investigations here with an ad- 
visory board 
of coal 
operators -and 


mining engineers. 


Another conclusion set forth -is that 


mixing, freshly mined coal with old 
coal does not develop any more heat 
than that derived from coal piled sep- 
arately. 


A third conclusion is that most of 


the alloys available for use in coal 
^mine equipment are corroded 
exten- 


islvely -by the acid waters in mines, 


j Brasses containing zinc corroded rap- 
idly, while bronzes containing tin cor- 
rode more slowly. 
Cupro-nickel and 


nickel-silver alleys have 
about the 


same resisting power to the acids as 
the brasses. 


These reports mark the first mile- 


stone in the serious efforts of the coal 
mining industry -to stabilize, mining in 
cooperation with an educational insti- 
tution.

unemployment, due mainly to lack of 
work; one-half per cent through sick- 
ness; another one per cent because of 
strikes and lockouts, and t^cn per cent 
more through part time -employment, 
according to figures compiled by Er- 
nest S. Bradford, member-of the Eco- 
nomic Advisory Committee of 
the 


President's Conference on Unemploy- 
ment. The findings are published by 
the United States I; urea u of 
Labor 


Statistics. 


Of 15,000,000 or 10,000,000 industrial 


workers, 1.500,000 on an average are 
unemployed mainly because they can- 
not get work, 375,000 are sick, ICO,000 
are locked out or on strike, and an- 
other 1,500,000 are on part time. The 
average worker, out of a 300 day work- 
ing year, loses 30 days because he can- 
not get work, seven through' sickness, 
three from strikes and lockouts, and 30 
through part time work. He is losing 
his pay, according to Dr. Bradford's 
conclusions, 70 days out o£ the 300.

Believing that many local people do 


not really know of the fine training 
school for teachers conducted right 
here in the city the school committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce dele- 
gated Managing Secretary Robert J. 
Eustace to visit Farragut school and 
interview Miss Alice S. Mildram, the 
principal, and the'following most in- 
teresting facts were divulged. • 


"res. the training school conducted 


here for teachers has a high notional 
standard," said Miss Mildram, "and 
girls come here from other places to 
attend. I doubt if local parents realize 
the flne opportunity Portsmouth gives 
ica daughters on graduating from the 
high school at becoming teachers at 
no expense, as tuition and text books 
are furnished free. In fact, there is 
or.e family here who mortgaged their 
home to send a daughter away to a 
normal school to learn afterwards that 
right Here we have one of the best 
training schools in the country." 


That the Farrasut 
school affords 


unusual,opportunities for girls to train 
was evident to the visitor. Here is a 
real cosmopolitan school, with child- 
ren of every race under the sun at- 
tending, giving the prospective teacher 
a real test in teaching. Also, the nor- 
mal schools throughout the country 
are handicapped because they'do not 
have enough ^school rooms in a city 
to send teachers training to practice 
In and when they do go to 
school, 


they invariably find a teacher in the 
room not familiar with 
the 
latest 


1 methods. 


"Do outside cities ever come to the 


Farrasut school looking for teachers?" 
the visitor asked. "Indeed they do," 
replied Miss Mildram, "and I have 
raany letters asking for teachers. Only 
recently a Boston school wanted -to 
hire our entire graduating class. You 
will find teachers in many states who 
have graduated from Farragut. It is 
my daily wish that Portsmouth might, 
hold the really flne teachers 
that 


graduate from here yearly." 


Only two cities in the state have 


such schools, Portsmouth and Con- 
cord. A girl graduating from the Far- 
ragut school is exactly of the same 
standing as a normal school graduate, 
;uid has more intensive training and 
can obtain a position in almost any 
city in the country. 


Two years are required at the^Far- 


ragut school to graduate. Girls 
in 


training are placed under the super- 
vision of the regular teachers, all of 


whom are model teachers, so-called, 
because they teach actual classes of 
pupils and also teach 
the training 


girls". 


Thirteen girls are now training, five 


seniors and eight juniors.

OLD CONSTELLATION 


TO BE PRESERVED AS 


A NAVAL RELIC 


Survey of the frigate Constellation, 


venerable forbear of the present Am- 
erican navy, has been ordered by the 
Navy Department with the view of 
preserving her as a historical relic. A 
board of officers will be sent to New- 
port, R. I., to inspect the aged but 
still staunch veteran, and report what 
repairs will be necessary to maintain 
her. 
The Constellation was built by 


the United States government at Bal- 
timore in 1797 at a total cost of 5314,- 
212. 
She was 176 feet long and her 


wooden timbers displaced 1270 tons. 


The Constellation was the second 


vessel of the United States Xavy to 
take the water, the frigate United 
States being the first; having been 
launched at Philadelphia 
three days 


before. In 179S the Constellation'put 
to sea with orders to capture any hos- 
tile French cruisers hovering upon the 
coast, and to recapture any American 
prizes that had fallen into their hands. 
There was considerable cruising that 
year and some convoy work, but on en- 
gagement.-In 1799, however, the Con- 
stellation fell in with the French fri- 
•ate Llnsurgente off Basse Terre, and 
after a fierce fight the

French frigate La Vengeance every 
shroud of the Constellation's mainmast 
was shot away and pursuit of the 
enemy had to be abandoned.

sinking condition. 


When the navy was reduced and many 
ships sold the Constellation was one of 
those retained and in time was sent to 
•Tripoli where she had adventures with 
the pirates. She served in the war of 
1.812'and in the war with the Barbary 
pirates. She sailed on the cruise to 
Brazil in 1S19. She took ministers to 
England and France in 1S29, joined the 
squadron in the Meditterranean and 
after cruising returned to the United 
States in 1S31. At various times she 
was placed out of. commission and 
then brought back into service. She 
was sent to the Boston navy yard for 
repairs in 1S3S and was returned to 
service In 1S40 and sailed 'to join the 
ships on the Brazil station. 
Thence 


the Constellation cruised with the East 
India squadron and visited 
Hawaii. 


She was out of commission again 'in 
1S44 having meantime visited 
the 


Calfornia coast and rounded the Horn. 
She had 
also 
circumnavigated 
the 


globe. Between 1S44 and 1SS5 the ship 
remained out of commission and was 
rebuilt. She then joined the Mediter- 
ranean squadron and cruised for three 
years sailing 20.277 miles. Returning 
she was sent to the West Indies to re- 
sist the right of search 
by British 


cruisers but soon returned to Boston 
where she was placed out of comnus- 


Farragut ordered 
her to 
Hampton 


Roads and from there she was sent to 
'Xorfolk as a receiving ship. 
In fS65 


she was towed to Philadelphia to be a 
receiving ship. She was laid up and 
repaired and •was taken to Annapolis 
In 1871 where she became a cadet ship 
and cruised the New England coast 
with midshipmen.

AMERICAN ART LOVERS 


DRAIN EUROPE'S MARTS 


Xew York, April 10.—Americans pur- 
chased more are works in Europe last 
year than in any year since the be- 
ginning of the- war, estimates for the 
year fixing the value of such importa- 
tions at $33,000,000. Whether this in- 
crease is due to a growing interest in 


value of such Imports since 1910, the 
year following that-in which import 
duty was removed from wBrks of art 
20 years or more older, is about $350,- 
000,000, an average of about .$23,000,- 
000 a year. 


It Is estimated that at least $150,- 


000,000 of the 
$175,000,000 
worth of 


art works Imported since the war came 
from Europe. England, France and 
Germany for many years were the 
largest contributors to these imports, 
but in recent years Italy lias replaced 
Germany in the list. A large proportion 
of the art works

"more than 100 years old."
